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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by the Zhang 
reference (U.S. Patent 6,232,755). 

Zhang discloses in figure 8 an apparatus comprising a power storage element 42a to 
generate a DC output voltage Vout from an input voltage Vin; an output sampler (70,72) to 
generate a feedback signal Vp from the output voltage; an error amplifier 68 to generate an error 
signal Vc from the feedback signal; a comparator 64 to generate a pulse signal Vswl by 
comparing a ramp signal Vsaw and a compared voltage Vc, wherein one of the ramp signal and 
the compared voltage is generated from the error signal; and a power switch 47 to switch the 
power storage element on and off as controlled by the pulse signal Vswl as required by claim 1. 
It is noted that the limitation "wherein the pulse signal is generated such that, if the input voltage 
changes within a first range, a width of pulses of the pulse signal changes so as to maintain the 
output voltage substantially constant" is seen as inherent result derived from the above apparatus. 

As to claim 2, column 3, line 20, discloses the power storing element being arranged in a 
buck configuration. 

As to claim 3, elements 70 and 72 are arranged as impedance divider. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 6-20 are allowed. 

4. Claims 4-5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
prior art of record fails to disclose an apparatus and method thereof comprising elements being 
configured as recited in claims. Specifically, none of the prior art teaches or fairly suggests, 
among other things, the limitations "a ramp generator to generate the ramp signal from the error 
signal, and wherein the compared voltage is a preset substantially constant voltage" as required 
by claim 4; and "a ramp generator to generate a ramp signal from the error signal; a 
comparator to generate a pulse signal by comparing the ramp signal to a preset threshold 
voltage" as required by claims 6, 14 and 16.
